Cleveland, O., Dee. 27.—[ Special. | 
bers of the crew of the wrecked barge 115, 
which went aground.on Pic Island, Ont., op 
the northern shore of Lake Superior, tell a 
thrilling story of their experience after the 
ill-fated craft broke away from the steamer 


Colgate Hoyt. Captain Boyce did not accom- 


pany his men to Cleveland. The balance of

The returned sailors give graphic accounts 
of going ashore in a blinding snow, after be- 
ing compelled to desert a fresh-baked batch 
of bread, taking only scant provisions and 
candles, the latter serving afterward for 
food. 

After reaching Pic Island they were com- 
pelled to tear down the shanty in which they 
took shelter and make a raft of it, which 
only held together long qnqugh to reach 
shore. 

The Hoyt and barge 115 left Cleveland on 
Sunday, Dec. 10, and experienced no heavy 
weather until Monday evening. The wind 
freshened constantly, and on Tuesday it be- 
gan snowing shortly after the vessels left 
the Soo, About 6 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing the tow line parted. It was still snow- 
ing and the weather was thick, with a heavy 
sea running. The barge stood the storm well, 
but lost its life boat, deck pump, spar, nue 


fence, 
Steamer Hoyt Disappears. 

The Hoyt disappeared, although its whistle 
was heard at intervals all day Wednesday. 
That day and night, and for four succeeding 
days, the barge rolled heavily in the seas 
which swept the craft from end to end. 
There were provisions in plenty when the 
barge left Two Harbors, but when the Hoyt 
Was seen in the distance headed for the Soo 
‘Captain Boyce put his crew on two meals per 
day. 


Story of Mate 


Mate Lynip and his men tell the pellowtns 


|. story of subsequent events: 


‘* About 11 o'clock on Monday 
barge drifted ashore on what we afterwards 
found to be Pic Island. Where the barge 
grounded the land is extremely bold and

**The barge began to pound heavily, and 
we were afraid it would knock a hole in the 
hull. There was a little life raft on top of 
the after turret, and we this to get 
ashore. First two of the went ashore 
and made a landing, and then sent the raft 
back and forth until we were ashore. 


Desert Newly Baked Bread. 
“The cook was just baking bread when 


we left, and we were unable to take this with 


us. The shore was a couple of hundred feet 
from the boat and quite a sea was running. 


| Some of the men took extra 


clothes with 
them, and in the party we had two Waves 
of bread.and a Shoulder of ham, besides our 
pockets full of candles. 

“There were some provisions left aboard 
the boat, but we had no-time to get these 
and could not have carried them if we had, 
as the snow was so deep on the land. We 
| landed in a small cove and began to climb up 
the steep bluff. We caught hold of roots and 


. stones and the small evergreen trees which 


grew among the rocks, and at last reached 
the top. t 

**We thought at this time that we were 
aehore on the mainland. The snow was 
about three feet deep, but the weather was 
not as cold as on the water. The first night 
we camped in the woods and the next day we 
started along the shore line. 


Find Deserted Cabin. | 


“Tt was then we found ‘we were on an 
island. As we followed the ‘shore we came 
across a log cabin about 3 o’clock in the 


afternoon. It was without a roof and hada. 


part of an old sheet iron stove. We had 
taken ashore from the barge an ax and 
some matches, and we all started to cut 
some boughs and make a roof on the shanty 
and to make a fire in the stove. We staid 
in the shanty Tuesday night, and it was here 
that the steward’s feet were'so badiy frozen. 
“Wednesday morning we could see the 
mainland about three miles away. We 
ripped the old shanty down and made a 
raft with which to get ashore on the main- 
Jand/ The raft was not large enough to hold 
all of the men, and sank knee deep in the 
water when we all boarded it, but we 
started out, and after drifting a couple of 
miles down the shore, making our trip about 
five miles in all, we landed. : 


| Shanty Raft Goes ty Pieces. ’ 

‘As soon as the raft struck the shore it 
went to pieces. There was lots af snow on 
the mainland, but we builta fire and camped 
the bush all night. On Thursday morning 

e started out and walked all day along tho 


~t dee to the west. Our provisions were 
ving out, and we had abput half a slice of | 


wet bread and two ounces of raw ham each. 


Make Supper of Candies. 

“‘Some of the boys chewed the candles 
which they had taken with them from the 
barge. That night we camped in the bush 
again, and on Friday morning, after walk- 


‘ing until 11 o'clock, we struck the tracks of 


the Canadian Pacific road. Here we ate the 
st of the provisions which we had with us. 
“At last we met two section hands who 
told us that the nearest town was Middle- 
town, a mile and a half away. We reached 
e railroad station at Middletown about 


noon on Friday. The agent there did all he | 


could for us, fed us, gave us a place to sleep, 
and dressed the steward’s feet. The Captain 
then wired to the company of our arrival. 
The Canadian Pacific people took good care 
of us and we left there on Sunday for Cleve- 
land, where we arrived on Tuesday night.”

TO CONTINUE MOODY’S WORK. 


Appeal Made ‘for of $3- 
000,000 with Which to Keep Up 
His ‘Institutions. 


East -Mass., rhe. 27.—An ap- 
peal to the world to provide 
continuation of the work begun and. for 
twenty years carried on by Dwight L. 
Moody was issued today by the trustees of 
the Northfield Seminary. The plea is enti- 
tled Moody Memorial Endowment,’’ and 
says that Mr. Moody's institutions are 
unique in character.

| TRUSTEE KEATING OBJECTS TO | 


PRO-BRITISH HISTORIES. . 


Protests at the Meeting. of the Board 
of Education at Text Books Which 
He Thinks Not Sufficiently Broad 
in Scope and Has Them Sent Back to 

- Committee on School Management— 
Report on Revenue—Change in Tax 
Levy Desired. 


Trustee John T. Keating, who not only is 
head of the Ancient Order of Hfbernians in 
this country but is a leading member of 


almost every other Irish society, twisted 


the British lion’s tail at the meeting of 
the Board of Education last evening. As 
& result, several school histories which 
Mr. Keating denounced as pro-British in 
their tendencies were sent back to the 
Committee on School Management with in- 
structions to prepare another one, in which 
some other nation than England shall have 
honorable mention. 


Mr. Keating’s Criticism. 

When the committee's list of text books 
was presented Mr. Keating objected to the 
histories recommended for the minor grades: 

“*T have laoked them over,”’ said he, “‘ and 
I find five of them are histories of England, 
one is a life of Alexander Hamilton, and two 
are histories of America. In all of them 
there is not a word but is in praise of ‘ our 
brethren across the sea.’ There is mot a 
word to inform our children of what has been 
done by France, Germany, Hungary, Poland, 
or the country from which I, in common 
with many other American citizens, came.

While he 
left no letter giving this as the cause, his 
wife and his brother-in-law, August N. Mey- 
er, are confident this was the real reason } 
of the suicide. 

It is also claimed that Hill was suffering 
from Bright's disease and that he had not 
been feeling well for several days. : 

Alderman Hill was a saloonkeeper and had 
the reputation of being honest in hts official 
as well as his private life. He was one of 
the Democratic Aldermen who, In the early 
stages of the presetn franchise fight, were not 
expected to vote for the company’s propogi. 
tion. He was agreat admirer of Mayor Rose, 
and it is said it was the personal influence 
of the Mayor which brought him to support 
the ordinance. Previous to the Council meet- 
ing of Deqm 18 he had not announced how he 
would vote, but at that time he voted In favor 
of the franchise ordinance. 

This action submitted him to severe crit. 
icism, not only from his own constituents 
but from men from all parts of the city whe 
frequented his saloon. It is said they made 
remarks which deeply wounded Hill, and for 
several days he had been growing desponé- 
ent.

Governor Tanner’s Attitude.

MONEY SUPPLY I$ SUFFICIENT. 


Director of the t Says Occ: 
S8tringency Is Due Entirely to 
Other Causes. | 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Mr, Roberts, 
the Director of the Mint, was asked as to 
whether the present monetary stringency, in 
his opinion, signified an actual scarcity of 
money to meet the present réquirements of 
trade. He said: | | 


"No possible supply of money can prevent 


stock exchange panics or periods of mone- : 


tary stringency, because speculation and ris- 
ing prices will absorb any possible increase 
until the pressure for ready cash is just a# 
great upon the new plane as it was upon the 
old. The cry for more meney is as unap- 
peasable as the demand for more wealth. A 
new supply, instead of satisfying the de- 
mand, stimulates it. Men want money to 
buy things with—good things that they think 
are going higher. Given easy money in the 
banks and we have bankers encouraging 
borrowers. As @ result stocks go up, and 
as they go up more people want to buy, and 
so the demand for money increases. You 
can't furnish money fast enough to meet 
the demand of all who would like to bor- 
raw while prices are going up, nor could 
all the gold and silver mines in the world 
together keep prices going up forever. 

“A marvelous era of increasing money 
stocks began in 1850, and started a period of 
speculation which ended with a grand world- 
wide smash in 1857, when even the Bank of 
England had to suspend payment, without 
any decline in production, and with the mints 
everywhere open to both gold and silver. 
The real secret of these reactions is in spec- 
ulation on margins. These people who are 
crying that they have been forced to throw 


‘away their property had never paid for 


their holdings. They borrowed money on 
call to make small payments, hoping that a 
right turn in the market would give large 


profits. But in that class of operations 


losses come as easily as profits. When they 
have profits they call it prosperity, but when 
they have losses they think the country has 
come to a standstill, and want to know who 
is to blame, Nothing has happened, except 
that they have been asked to pay what they 
owe. | 
“It is impossible to do away with such 
speculation by any increase in the money. 
supply. If a stock selling at $100 per share 
has an advance of $10 the investor who owns 
it outright makes but 10 per cent, while the 
speculator who has up only a margin of $10 
makes 100 per cent. That is the secret of 
marginal trading. | | 
“In short, it is not legitimate business 
that causes the enormous inflation of credits, 
multiplies the bank reserves required, and 
thus absorbs any possible money stock. 


| Speculation—greed—will inevitably do it, and 


as it is obviously impossible to satisfy ap- 
petite, it is absurd to point to a tight money 


market as proof of an insufficient supply of | 


money. | 

“ Undoubtedly the war in the Transvaal 
has had an influence upon our money market. 
Anything that disturbs normal conditions, 
which turns the currents of business out of

TRIAL WILL COST A FORTUNE. 


State May Spend $250,000 in Trying to 
Convict Molineux—Charge Gardi- 
ner Is Extravagant. _ 


When the matter of the cost of the Moli- 
neux trial comes to be reckoned up there 
is likely to be trouble, which may not be 
settled until the aid of the courts has been 
invoked. Beyond ali doubt the expenses of 
the trial will far exceed that of any other 
homicide case in this country. Estimates 
have already been made as to the probable 


‘amount of money the State will have to pay ’ 


at the end of the case. The most conserva- 
tive of these estimates puts the figure down 
at $150,000, but according to some well-in- 
formed officials the cost at the present rate 
of progress may run up to $250,000. In that 
event the city’s financial officers will un- 
questionably protest payment of the bills. 
When it required an outlay of over $70,000 to 
convict Dr. Henry C. F. Meyer, in 1894, the 
magnitude of the sum caused widespread 
comment. There is. likely to be comment of 
a much more emphatic nature when the ex- 


penses appertaining to the Molineux trial 


are footed up. 

While in such an involved case as this the 
outlay must necessarily be heavy, and while 
also it is not to be conceived that the people's 
authorities are to err so much on the side of 
economy as in any way to cripple the case 
of the prosecution &gainst an alleged mur- 
derer, the opinion is growing that in this in- 
stance there has been an unjustifiable ex- 
penditure of money. The view is expressed 
also that District Attgrney Gardiner’s ad- 
ministration is being marked by the greatest 
extravagance. Mr. Gardiner, it is said, is 
willing to spend any amount of money to 
unravel the mystery of Mrs. Adams’ death, 
and it would seem that so far as spending 
the money is concerned he is succeeding ad- 
mirably. He has collected in this case the 
most famous experts in handwriting in the 
United States, and in view of Mr. Gardiner’s 
attitude it is not probable that they will. be 
disposed to cut their bills. 

The spirit of prodigality which has already 
swelled and will still further help to swell 
the costs is well exemplified in a remark 


which Mr. Gardiner was reported to have 


made when efforts were being made to get 
Mary Melando to New York to give testi- 
mony regarding Molineux’s possession of 
the blue tri-crescent note paper. ‘‘ Bring her 
here whatever the cost may be. I want her 
even if it involves a special bond issue,’’ the 
District Attorney is quoted as saying.—New 
York Tribune.

Pease, with their” followers, start at 11 
o'clock over the Alton. Speaker Sherman, 
Senators Busse, Campbell, Berry, and Hall, 
Representative Mueller, and others of the 
legislative combine left last night. Senator 
Berry and Speaker Sherman were here yes- 
terday in conference with leaders of the 
Hertz-Pease crowd, It developed that they 
no longer have a controlling voice in the 
Tanner machine, but are training with at 
least one anti-Tanner faction. Senator 
Berry wants to be Attorney General, and 
will open headquarters at the “ love feast.’ 
This means, it was sald, that Speaker Sher- 
man no longer considers himself a Guberna- 
torial possibility. 

There was much speculation as to whether 
members of the combine will attend the 
conference tonight which will decide wheth- 
er the Governor shall stand for renomina- 
tion. It is expected that Speaker Sherman 
and Senator Busse will be asked to give 
their views. It can be stated that the Gov- 
ernor will derive little encouragement from 
either. 

Cards, signed by the Governor's private 
secretary, were received by a number of 
Cook County Republicans during the day 
requesting them to attend a conference in 
the Senate Chamber at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon. Several of the Governor's appointees 
were here yesterday calling on: prominent 
members of the local organization who have 
not publicly expressed ‘their sentiments. 
They were assured that the primary object 
of its leaders is to preserve the local or- 
ganization. This, it is conceded, cunnot be 
done with Tanner in the race for renomi- 
nation. 

Congressman Lorimer, it is asserted, has 
made the final declaration that he will sup- 
port the Governor against everybody. Hertz 
and Pease, so far as Governor Tanner is 
concerned, have burned their bridges. But 
with the Governor out of the way it is be- 
lieved that the organization could unite on 
a Chicago man.

FUNERAL OF MAINE VICTIMS. 


Seamen Who Died in Explosion Will 
Be Buried at Arlington Ceme- 
tery Today. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—The bodies 
of 151 dead sailors arrived here this morn- 
ing. They were escorted by a guard 
of honor composed of twelve men from 
the Texas, including among them one 
of the members of the original Maine crew, 
Jerry Shea. The party was under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Benham. 

The bedies were conveyed to Rosslyn, Va., 
opposite the District, and there were trans- 
ferred to wagons belonging to the Quarter- 
master’s department, which removed them 
to the burial site in the Arlington Cemetery. 
The caskets have been placed in open hos- 
pital tents and the guard of honor will be 
maintained over them until they are buried 
tomorrow. 

The body of Frederick C. Holzer, an ordi- 
nary seaman, is the only one of the bodies 
which will not be buried at Arlington. The 
body of Holzer has been shipped to New 
York, where it will be received by his rela- 
tives. Thirty requests were received by the 
Navy department for the bodies of the vic- 
tims of the Maine disaster, but in only ten 
ath these cases had the bodies been identi-

PAEPCKE-LEiCHT MILL IN ILLINOIS 
STREET DAMAGED $100,000. 
| 


Spielmann Vinegar Plant, East North 
Avenue, Suffers Loss of $50,000 and 
Treasurer of Company Is Burned 
Severely About Hands—Property 
Destroyed Fully Insured — Both 
Blazes in Dangerous Localities and 
Many Engines Are Called Out. 


The planing mill, box factory, and pail 
factory of the Paepeke-Leicht Lumber com- 
pany at the foot of Illinois street were 
burned early last evening, causing a loss of 
$100,000. The office building and engine- 
house were burned also, but small damage 
was done to the company’s lumber piles, 
which are spread out through sixty acres of 
yards, 

The fire started in some shavings in the 
box fa¢tory and ran up to the roof. of the 
building so quickly that before the engines 
arrived it was blazing rapidly. The watch- 
man had turned in an alarm at the first ap- 
pearance of fire. 

The factories were in a row of two-story 
buildings, connected one with another, and 
shortly all were in flames. The roofs of the 
buildings soon fell, and the heaps of wood 
continued to burn brilliantly for an hour. 
The office bufding near by became ignited 
-after the engines arrived. It was an old 
wooden structure. 

The President of the company, Herman 
Paepcke, said the loss was fully covered.

MAINE’S POWER IN CONGRESS. 


his home in Bangor to a private sanitarium 
in Boston reveals the serious nature of his 
illness. It is evident that his work in Con- 
gress is over so far as the present session is 
concerned, and probably forever. 
misfortune is the last of a rather remarka- 
ble series which has in a brief space reduced 
the State of Maine from a commanding 
place in the Lower House of Congress to 
one.of comparative obscurity. 

‘Through the wise policy of sending the 


important posts of influence in the House, 
It held both the Speakership and the chair- 
manship of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, the two most powerful positions in 
Congress. Two other Maine men had prom- 
inent places. Mr. Milliken was at the head 
of the Buildings and Grounds committee 
and Mr. Boutelle at the head of the Naval 
committee. The delegation had only four 
members, yet it was the most influential in 
the House.

Says Christian Scientists: Object—

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 
ightingale, Superintendent of Chi- 
cago High Schools, asked the Illinois Teach- 
ers’ convention today to invoke the courts in 
an attempt to have the teaching of temper- 
ance physiology in the public schools de- 
clared cq@ntrary to se He said the law se- 
‘cured by the W. Cc. U. was unconstitu- 
tional, class legislation, and offensive to the 
religious beliefs of the Christian Scientists. 
If his resolutions are adopted the teachers 
will appropriate a sum for atest case, which 
will be made up on the suspension of a pupil 
whose parents will not permit: him to be 
taught physiology. 

“I suppose I have stirred up a hornets’ 
nest,” said Dr. Nightingale, ‘* but the opera- 
tion of the law is abominable and offensive 
to most of the teachers of the State.”’ 

‘Dr. Nightingale said that he did not intro- 
duce the resolutions in the interests of the 
Christian Scientists nor of those to wae 
the use of liquor was not offensive, 


Dr. Nightingale’s Argument. . 

“The Christian Scientists, however,” he 
said, ‘‘ have their rights. I do not hold their 
beliefs, but they havearighttothem. Their 
religion ‘makes it distasteful to them that 
anything relating to the body should be 
taught their children in the schools. They 
do not believe that diseases exist in the body. 

*T have had Christian Scientists come to 
me by scores asking that their children be 
not compelled to study the physiology in 
use in the schools. It is nauseating. The 
same old thing has got to be taught pupils 
year after year through the grades and into 
the high school. It.is just like Adam and 
Eve in the Garden of' Eden. They were told 
not to eat the apples, and they were the only 
things they wanted to eat. The temperance 
physiology gives premature knowledge to 
young pupils. The law is class legislation. 


Text of Resolutions.

law compelling the teaching of physiology in all 
our public schools, with. special reference to the 
the influence of narcotics and spirituous liquors

Miss H. L. Hood of the Wo pn’s Christian 
Temperance union in Chicago, one of the two 
agents who brought about the first legisla- 
tive act establishing scientific temperance 
instructions in Illinois schools, said yester- 
day. 

- ‘As first passed, the law was inadequate. 
Too much discretion was allowed teachers, 
and in 1896 two ‘ whip clauses ” were put into 
the old law. The first provided that any 
school not teaching this scientific temper- 
ance course should sacrifice from $5 to $25 
a day of its school apportionment; the sec- 
ond clause provided that no teacher could 
pass a satisfactory examination for a cer- 
tificate without satisfactory grading on the 
effects of alcohol and ems when taken 
into the system. 


Dentfes It Is Class Legislation. 


“If temperance instruction and physiolo- 
gy in the schools are to be declared class 
legislation because of Christian Science ob- 
jections, why should not Board of Health 
rulings under the law be class legisjation 
when the board posts a diphtheria card on 
a Christian Scientist's door and isolates the 
family from their friends?’
